For many years past Liberty Hall has been 
a thorn in the side of the Dublin Police and 
the Irish Government. It was the centre, of 
social anarchy in Ireland, the brain-éf every 
riot: and disturbance. 
mined to use artillery to defeat the rebels 
‘Liberty Hall was singled ont for the first 
target, both because of its great notoriety and 
because it and two neighbouring houses were 
strongly held by the insurgents. 
_ On Tuesday night artillery arrived in 
lrinity College, and it was decided to start the 
shelling next morning. But the recoil of 
modern artillery is so violent that, in spite 
of the buffer, it is necessary to fix the trail of 
the gun in the ground. Under ordinary cir- 
cumstances ths recoil drives a spade-shaped 
plate of iron on the trail into the ground ; bat 
the streets of Dublin, being paved, prevented 
this arrangement from working. Accordingly 
it was necessary to dig up the cobbie stones 
before the guns could come into action, and 
the closeness of the range from which it had 
been determined to fire (some 250 yards) made 
it fairly certain that any working party of 
soldiers would be shot down before their task 
was completed. However, it was thought pos- 
sible to eniploy men in civilian clothes, and 
go im the early hours of Wednesday morning 
| six. volunteers from Trinity College—partly 
civilians and partly members of the O0.T.C.— 
started out to dig, holes for the trails near 
Butt Bridge, at the end of Tara street. 
Armed with two!'picks, two crowbars, and 
two spades they began to work. But the task 
proved unexpectedly difficult. Dublin streets 
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long by four wide, and at least six or seven 
inches deep. These are set in a cement of tar, 
and are placed so close to each other that 
“ee 18 no room for a pick to entér between 
them. ) 
been removed in each position, land one crow- 
bar had been broken. Accordingly a message 
was sent back for reinforcements and new 
tools. 

THE INHABITANTS PERPLEXED, 

_ Meanwhile the inhabitants of the neighbour- 
ing houses were much perplexed as to what 
was going on, and incredulous of the ex- 
plapation that the gas supply of Trinity had 
failed and some attempt was being made to 
put it right. The arrival of soldiers, who 
formed up in the cover of the side streets and 
| took possession of the corner house to cover 
"the digging party caused them further alarm 
and curiosity. 

Unfortunately, in Trinity College further 
tools were nob procurable, and as de'ay 
seemed undesirable it was determined to 
attack at once, atilising what holes had been 
made. The guns cantered out by the Bruns- 
wick street gate, and came swiftly along Tara 
street.. When they reached the two side 
streets which intersect it, about .wirty yards 
from the quays, they turned off into ‘these 
and unlimbered, the ammunition limbers 
being left there, while the guns were man- 
handled into the prepared positions. The 
volunteers from Trinity College left their work, 
and three of them formed a party to carry 
ammunition from the side streets to the guns. - 


THE GUNS IN ACTION. 

The two 18-poumders opened fire almost 
simultaneously, , At the first report every 
pane of glass in the street was shattered, and 
even in Trinity College the solid buildings 
seemed to quake under those who were lining 
the parapets. Machine guns placed on the 
tower of the Fire Station, the Custom House, 
and the Tivoli mixed their noise with that of 


the rifles, to form an indescribable and 
hideous medley of sound, almost deafening the 
junners in the narrow Tara street. Liberty 

all and the adjacent houses were wreathed 
in dust and smoke, and appeared to be reply- 
ing vigorously from machine guns and ride. 
This was subsequently discovered not to be 
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the case, as the rebels had got wind of the 
move, and partially evacuated their position 
on the previous night. Shell after shell was 
fired, throwing down the whole of one house 
and making the others mere empty shells. 
-The crash of falling masonry was ‘added to 
the din. Finally, after some forty shells had 
been fired, the work was completed, and 
Liberty Hall was no more. Of the honse 
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extensive repairs will be able to open their 
‘doors and serve their customers as 


next to it only the partition wall remains. On 
it, by one of the freaks Of shell fire, two 
pictures hung undisturbed, and on a mantel. 
iete which juts out from the bare wall a 
clock remained going. ; á á 
When all was over a humorist from one of 
the neighbouring houses came down to inquire 
whether, after all the trouble, the gas supply 
of Trinity College had been put right. : 


THE SYNOD HALL.

IMPORTANT INFORMATION 
FOR OWNERS. | 
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THE LEGAL POSITION. 


One of the most important questions arising 
out of the Dublin insurrection is whether 
‘persons who-have suffered loss of property 
by burning, shell and rifle fire, or looting, 
will be able to obtain compensation. With 
the view of being able to give some’ trust- 
worthy information on this point,« our 
Legal Correspéndent yesterday obtained the 
views of several members of the Senior Bar 
as to the position of affairs. A carefully-con- 


sidered opinion on the subject cannot, of 


course, be expected just at the moment, but 
the following information will go far to assist 
interested parties in taking necessary steps to 
preserve their claims to compensation. 

In approaching the consideration of such a 
serious question, and stating the case in a 
manner that will commend itself to the lay 
mind, the position may most conveniently be 
looked at from three points of view—viz., 
(a) Compensation from. the Government, Ab) 
the liability of rateable areas under he 
Malicious Injury Acts, and (c) the liability of 
insurance companies under insurance policies. 
Under each of these heads it is important 
that claimants should be’ able to state with 
reasonable probability whether the damage 
was done by His Majesty's te”: by the 
rebels, or by looters. 


DAMAGE BY :TROOPS. 

Where damage has been caused by the 
King’s troops in the necessary suppression 
of insurrection, no claim: ean be recognised by 
the Government, save as a matter of grace, 
and it ‘is quite possible in the case of Dublin 
that the Government may, as they did in 
reference to the air raids in England, appoint 
a Committee to investigate, and recommend 
@ grant in aid to subjects whose property has 
been so damaged. 


: DAMAGE BY REBELS. 
Where damage has been caused by rebels, 
or enemies of the Crown, it is open to the Go- 

vernment to take the same course. 


MALICIOUS INJURY CLAIMS, 

A remedy may also be open to claimants, 
under the Malicious Injur Acts, against the 
city and county. This, however, is a very 
difficult and novel roposition, as it may be 
contended that the Dublin rebels, though not 
mecognised belligerents under international 
law, were acting in pursuance of an alliance 
with Germany, and, of course, damage done 
by the King’s enemies would not faH under 
| the Malicious Injury Acts. A further diffi- 
culty that must not be overlooked is that 
under the malicious injuzy procedure an 4n- 
formation as to the damage must be sworn 
and lodged with the Clerk of the Petty Ses- 
sions district in which the damage was done 
within three days, ‘‘ unless the claimant has 
been prevented by illness or other sufficient 
cause.’ It seems to be the general opinion 
of lawyer's that, where it corte proved that 
injury to buildings, and property was 
wantonly caused by looters, the malicious 
injury procedure would have full scope. On 
the other hand, it weala: appear to be an 
utterly unreasonable proposition that the very 
| extensive damage that hea been-done in the 
City and County of Dublin during. the re- 
Sellion should be thrown upon the ratepayers, 
which would be the necessary result of the 
application of a remedy under! the Malicious 
Injury Acts | 
INSURANCE POLICIES, | 

It is difficult to state a . definite principle 
which would apply in, general to claims under 
insurance policies, as their validity must, of 
course, largely depend upon the conditions of 
each policy. Somw policies which have been 
issued recently protect insurers against bom- 
bardmenht and other war -risks, and in such 
cases it is quite possible that the amount of 
damage may be recovered under the policies; 
but, in the majority of fire policies there is a 
clause excepting lose or damage occasioned by 
invasion, hostilities, civil commotion, or foreign 
enemies. Any such clause. would leave the

sufferers during this rebellion with no redress 
against the insurance companies. It may, 
however, bé pointed out that in the case of 
the San Francisco earthquake nearly all the 
British offices who had issued policies on -pro- 
perty in that city, though not/strictly liable, 
on .ie wording of their policies, for damage 
caused through earthquake; made an arrange- 
ment whereby they all bore a pro rata 
liability for loss suffered by their insured in 
that disaster. 

On the whole, the advice may be tendered 
to every person who has suffered damage dur- 
ing the week that the wisest course would he

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LMPRISONED IN RUINS. 


+ SOLDIERS ALIVE IN DUBLIN 
THEATRE. 
When ‘the insurgents took possession of the 
General Post Office they captured a party of 


soldiers, composed of two officers and fifteen 
rank and file, as well as a_ constable of 
Metropolitan Police. They did not treat 
their prisoners badly. But on Friday night, 
while the Post Office was being bombarded, 
some of them decided to attempt to escape 
from the building. To do so they would have 
to expose themselves to the fire of soldiers 
behind a baruftade at the end of Mary street. 
As a protection against such attack, they 
ordered their prisoners to go in front of them. 
The prisoners did so, owing to the danger 
of remaining in the Post Office, and most of 
them luckily got away unhurt.| When the re- 
treating insurgents followed, a number were 
hit by rifle‘ fire. 

Yesterday morning more was heard of the 
soldiers who had been hostages, Mr. F. R. 
Ridgeway, managing director of Bewley, 
Sons, and Co., Henry street, discovered that 
there were two soldiers alive in the ruins of 
the Coliseum Theatre. It was not long before 
they were released, when it. was found -that 
they were Sergeant Henry, of the School of 
Musketry, Dollymount Camp, and formerly 
of the Royal Irish Constabulary, and Private 
James Doyle, of the Royal Irish Regiment. 
Both were unwounded, but weak from want 
of food, having had: nothing to eat since 
Friday. How did they. come to be in the 
Coliseum” Being of the party imprisoned in 
the Post Office, when sent forth they “had 
sought refuge in the theatre, and there they 
stayed unaware of the fact that the fighting 
about the place had ceased. It is report 
that a member of the Metropolitan Police was 
in the ruins as well, but got back to the 
safety of his barracks. . |

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PRISONERS IN THE 
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DUCES AND MACHINE GUNS. 

“Four Men in a Greenhouse.” This 
might well be the title of a story concerning 
the rebel operations at St. ‘Stephen’s Green. 
From Easter Monday until the follow- 
ing Saturday four prisoners captured by the 
rebels had the trying experience of being 
forced to spend their days and nights 
amongst the flower pots. Their adventures 
were related yesterday by Mr. W, Hopkins 
Ashmore, M.P.8.I., one of the imprisoned 
quartet. Mr. Ashmbre, who is a member 
of the Motor Cycle Volunteer Corps, was re- 
turning from a run in the country when he 
wasordered to stop by the rebels in Harcourt 
street. He was immediately blindfolded. 
handcuffed, and escorted to the rebel head- 
quarters in St. Stephen’s Green. The hand- 
»kerchief was then removed from his eyes 
and the manacles from his hands. He was 
searched for arms, but had none. When his 

cling tunic was removed, the button of 
t Pens, Cross Society was observed in his 
coat. 


A VALUABLE PRISONER. 

The rebel officers then realised that 
they had secured a valuable prisoner, and 
decided to detain him for the purpose of 
attending the wounded. He was taken to 
his quarters—a greenhouse nearly opposite the 
Royal College of Surgeons. Here he found 
another prisoner, Air Mechanic R. Pratt, of 
the. Royal Flying Corps, who had come from 
the Curragh for the week-end, and was 
basking in the sunshine in the park when 
held up by the rebels. “They prepared to 
make the Best of things, and were about to 
settle down for the night when two other 
me egy arrived. These were, Sergeant 

ughes, of the Dublin Metropolitan Police, 
and a gentleman whose identity need not be 
revssied A substantial supper was pro- 
vided, and then motor car cushions and 
cocoa-nut matting were laid on the concrete 
floor to furnish them with a “ shake-down.”’ 
The situation of the greenhouse did not, 
however, conduce to sleep. About twenty 
yards away snipers, entrenched in. a 
shrubbtry, directed a frequent fire on the 
Shelbourne Hotel and other pagmises on the 
Green. The night, however, passed fairl 
peaceably, and nothing very serious occurred. 
On Tuesday Mr. Ashmore’s services were 
frequently requisitioned, but there was, 
nevertheless, a good deal -of leisure time, 
which was profitably utilised in caring the 
plants. ~ 


FEEDING THE DUCKS. 

Mr. Kearney, the superintendent of 
the park, was very good to his visitors, and 
helped them with a regular supply of fresh 
milk ‘and bread. The fact that his domain 
was frequently swept by bullets did not 
upset’ him, as he went about his duties as 
usual. At regular intervals, no matter how 
fierce the fusillade, he always fed the ducks 
in the pond, and they, too, seemed to be 
equally unconcerned with the strange and 
exciting tumult in the park. A robin 
throughout the fighting sat calmly in its 
nest near the greenhouse, and maintained an 
attitude of scornful indifference... Occa- 
sionally it would venture forth in quest of 
food. Jt had not much difficulty in securing 
it, as the lawns and pathways were strewn 
with the remnants of bread and biscuits. 
There was enough for all the birds in the 
park, and’ the joyous chattering of the 
1 on eg and the happy piping of the 
thrushes and blackbirds showed that the 
rebellion brought joy at least to the feathered 
songsters. 

On Tuesday night the quacking of the 
ducks showed that they did not relish the 
increased intensity of the firing. The birds, 
however, slept the sleep of the just, and 
when day dawned they sang as blithely as 
ever. The four men in the greenhouse 
had only matches of sleep, but 
they were optimists, and did not 
complain. Wednesday was a busy day 
and there were many wounded. Mr. Ash- 
more, however, did everything required of 
him, and his companions continued to tend 
the plants. Their slumbers that night were 
disturbed by a bullet crashing through the 
lass and passing perilously near those within. 

he machine guns, which had been placed in 
position during the night, made things very 
unpleasant, and caused many casualties. 
Despite these exciting incidents, the quartet 
managed .to carry on fairly comfortably. 
Food, liberally supplied to them. by the rebels, 
was cooked by means of the furnace attached 
to the greenhouse, and Mr. Kearney never 
failed ta augment the supply. 


TOO GOOD TO LAST. 
however, were going too 
to last. The fourth member 
company, whose name has not 
been disclosed, began to display signs of 
nervousness, and he became greatly excited 
when the machine guns were spitting volleys 
across the park. Recqcant Hughes was un- 
fortunate in being struck by a bullet. It 
passed through his overcoat and entered his 
forearm, blood spurting freely from the wound 
and smearing the door of the greenhouse. 
Mr. Ashmore, however, was equal: to the oc- 
casion. He was not equipped with bandages, 
but with the aid of a pocket scissors he cut a 
bandage from the sergeant’s shirt and stopped 
lood. is prompt action saved 
the sergeant’s life, as it enabled him to be 
taken to Mercer's Hospital, where he was 
skilfully treated, and is now recovering. The 
fourth prisoner continued to develop serious 
symptoms, and his condition became so grave 
that he had to be handeuffed and strapped. 
Eventually he was removed to hospital with 
the aid of resident students, who pluckily 
entered the zone of fire with a stretcher. The 
gentleman, unfortunately, died subsequently. 
The occupants of the greenhouse were then 
reduced in number to two. 


AN IRISH REGULUS. 

Mr. Ashmore was anxious. to com- 
municate with his relatives, who were 
naturally anxious about him. He was 
given permission on Friday to leave to 
see his sister in Rathgar, and, having assured 
her of his safety, he honourably returned to 
the Green and took up his old quarters with 
Mr. Pratt. Friday nfght was spent without 
incident. The rebels evacuated the park on 
Saturday, and the pair of prisoners found 
themselves ftee at last. They both; stated 
that they were well treated by the rebels, 
but they were glad to celebrate their freedom 
by a good square meal. Countess Markievicz, 
who was attired in male uniform and armed 
with an automatic pistol, was profuse in her 
apologies to the prisoners. ' She explained that 
their detention had to be enforced for the 
cause of the Irish Republic.

Hardly had the police got out of the motor 
cars at the ascent of the bill than a fusill 
of bullets was sent into (hcir mi@t. Sergeant 
O’Shanagher, of Navan, was shot. through the 
heart almost as he was leaving his ear. 
The small police party at once took what 
cover they could obtain beside the motor cars 
and ip the ditches. The rebels, however, 
pt in from all directions, and sent a mes- 
senger to the county inspector demanding the 
surrender of all his men. 

County Inspector Gray declined, and gave 
directions to his men to return the fire. 
Handicapped by their cramped position, the 
police nevertheless held their ground, and the 
county inspector fell wounded, shot through 
both hands and part of the body. Several 
other casualties occurred among the police, 
and sniping proceeded for over four-and-a-half 
hours. 

District Inspectag Smyth, of Navan, was 
twice wounded, bu:, followed by a sergeant 
and some constables, he pluckily crept along 
the roadside ditch towards the rebels, who 
were gradually closing in. 

Sergeant Young, of Kilmoon, was next shot 
dead. Other constables were being hit, but 
one wounded policeman from beneath a motor 
car continued to fire to the last. Suddenly 
the rebels appeared on the ridge overhead, 
and the district inspector fell dead with a 
bullet through his forehead. á 

An unarmed chauffeur named Kepp, in the 
employ of the Marguis Conyngham, of Slane 

astle, was shot in the leg by an explosive 
bullet, and had to have his leg amputated, 
but he died. : 

The police fought until they had expended 
their last cartridge, and when they saw that 
further resistance was” useless they sur- 
rendered. i : 

The rebels took possession of the police- 
men’s rifles and seized some of their equip- 
ment, but the men were afterwards released.

tossed about, had not been seriously damaged, 
Some bundles containing wills had been 
thrown out on the adjoining streets, and had 
been taken away by residents in Churgh street, 
not so much, it is believed, as ‘‘loot,’’ but 
rather as curious souvenirs of the rebellion. 
When these people learnt yesterday that the 
authorities were again in possession of the 
Record Office, it is to their credit that 
many of them brought these documents back 
to their custodian, and it is hoped that any 
other documents taken away will also be re- 
turned. ; 

BOMBS FOUND IN THE LIBRARY. 

A large number of workmen is engaged in 
restoring the place to its normal state, but 
this will necessarily: occupy several days.

MIEITARY PRISONERS IN 
THE G.P.O. 


—— 


STORY OF THEIR ESCAPE, 


Lieutenant S. L. King, 12th (Reserve) Bat- 
talion Royal Inniskilling Fusiliers, was a 
prisoner in the General Post Office from Tues- 
day morning last till Friday, having been cap- 
tured by two of the rebels as he was on his 
‘way home through Sackville street. He had 
as fellow-prisoners Lieutenant Chalmers and 
another officer, who is in the Indian Army 
Medical Service; either ten or twelve privates 
of different regiments, and a sergeant of the 
Dublin Metropolitan Police. he men in 
charge of the Post Office seemed to have been 
well supplied with ammunition and with food. 
On Friday night some of the prisoners were 
taken down into one of the cellars, and con- 


“fined there for some time, while the front of 


the building was on fire. They tried to ex- 
tinguish the fire; but failed in that. The 
rebels Jeft some bombs outside the windows 
of the cell in which the soldiers were con- 
fined. The Sinn Fein men were ordered up- 
stairs in order to get away from the fire, 
when Lieutenant King made a noise to at- 
tract their attention. They came back in re- 
sponse to the noise, and asked who was there. 
Licatenent King answered by asking: “ Are 
you going to leave ts here to be burned like 
rats in a trap?” The prisoners then were 
marched out of the cell in single file, and 
sent upstairs. They were then conducted out 
into Henry street, under an armed escort, and 
across to Moore lane, where they were 
“halted’’ in the lane. They were then 
warned that they would have to run for their 
lives into Moore street, and back in into 
Henry street.

ÁN ARMOURED TRAIN AND 
A WAGGON. 


(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) . 
The newspapers say that the incipient re- 
bellion has been completely crushed in Ennis- 
corthy, but the loyal people of the town and 
district are not satisfied with the situation. 
I am informed that when the troops arrived 
most of the rebels at once made tracks jor their 
homes and to the hills. Thisstate of affairs 
naturally leaves a certain amount of anxiety 
among the business people and general public 
of Enniscorthy, which is a considerable in- 
dustrial centre. During the time when the 
rebels held the railway station and the town 
many of the large traders were treated as 
— by some of their own employes. 
hey fear, naturally enough, that unless the 
rebels are properly rounded up, and unless an 
example is made of some of them, there may 
be a revival of trouble in a short time. The 
news of General Sir John Maxwell’s Order for 
the disarmament of the Irish Volunteers has 
been received with satisfaction. It is 
earnestly hoped that the Order will be fol- 
lowed by a thorough and general disarma- 
ment of the Volunteers in this district. Those 
who are most familiar with the town and 
countryside believe that some such measure 1s 
essential to the public peace and safety. 


Mr, Harold Ashton, writing in the Daily 
Mail, under Monday's date, declares that the 
first armoured train—a hastily-improvised one 
—used in Ireland was employed in connection 
with the Enniscorthy revolt. “It was a home- 
made fighting machine, slung together hur- 
riedly, but very effectively, of materials to 
hand. It consisted of an ancient, but still 
serviceable engine, in the proud charge of a 
richly humorous Hibernian. There were two 
or three shell: trucks sheckled to the engine, 
armoured with hastily-pierced sheets of iron, 
and the whole amazing contraption was 
painted slate colour.” 

“ An attempt to blow up the railway bridge 
was only partly successful, and only ene area 
was also held up by the enemy outposts. 
These conditions prevailed up to the last few 
hours. The arrival of the armoured. train and 
the sudden and most shocking appearance of 
‘Enniscorthy Emily’ on the scene settled the 
hash of the enemy once for all. ‘Enniscorthy 
Emily’ is, by the way, the name given by 
her admiring and faithful crew to the deadly 
15-pounder. ‘Emily’ and the armoured 
train, between them, were too much for. the 
rebels, who surrendered unconditionally dur- 
ing the day, and gave up their arms. A con- 
soling sequel to this is the official announce- 
ment: ‘There were no casualties.’ ”’
